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PERHAPS THE TM WAS LOW 

Last week we reported the Town Manager pre- 
dicting a tax rate, in 1957, of $65.'To be fair 
to the gentleman, it is necessary to emphasize 
that he was talking about the budget and a FEW 
articles in the Town Warrant - not all of them. 
Anyone who attended the Finance Committee 
hearing on Feb 6th might have sensed what those 
gentlemen thought of that prediction - they all 
ssubsernbed to the thought that it was low. Of 
jeourse they, on the other hand were looking at 
‘ALL the articles in the warrant. 

But, even supposing that the town doesn't 
vote for any article that the Town Manager is 
not in favor of, we feel that the TM was low in 
his estimate - perhaps not very much off - but 
low. S 
Tax rates are funny things, when it comes to 
guessing. You take the budget prepared by the 
Town Manager, add to it any increases voted by 
the town, the warrant articles voted by the 
town, and the Statutory and miscellaneous char- 
ges {hat appear in the "Cherry Sheet’. From 
this you subtract the money available in "Free 
Cash', and the "Estimated Receipts’. What is 
left is the money tc be raised by taxation.” 
This year the assumption in the Town Hall, 
until the Town Accountant could come up with 
an actual figure, was that there would be $100, 
000 in Free Cash, money which would not have to 
be raised, and which would reduce the tax rate. 
It was this figure on which the TM was working. 
But, the Finance Committee knew, at the time of 
their hearing that the sum was perhaps only $75 
000 — which meant that the TM was out over $1 
in his figures. 

It all depends on how much money is paid in 
to the Town Treasury before the 3ist of Decem-

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ber. This year the tax bills were late, and as 
a result some of the taxes were not paid - Re- 
sult: Less Free Cash. This year, too, the Ex- 
cise Bills, which are sent out after the Com- 
monwealth reports who has registered cars in 
the town, were also late. $15,000 in Excise 
Bills were mailed out in December. Had they 
been mailed in October the Town would be that 
much richer in Free Cash, but the report from 
the state did not arrive in time.” 

That $15,000 in Excise Tax money hurts, be- 
cause not only is it not in Free Cash, but it 
wasn't collected last year, and cannot be used 
in the estimate of mmey to be c,dlected this 
year - the "Estimated Receipts’. 

Estimated Receipts are strictly based on. the 
amount of money the town took in during the 
previous year. It‘is important to have this as 
high as possible, in figures, because the State 
allows these figures in the reduction of the 
tax rate. Thus, by not collecting the $15,000 
in Excise Taxes we cannot report this money as 
"Estimated Income' in 1957.° That means that the 
$15,000 has now grown to $30,000 in so far as 
it effects the tax rate. 

But, as the farmer said, That ain't all. Be- 
cause we expect tc collect that sum, and have 
net, we have to set aside an "anticipation' so 
as to speak.’ Suppose we don't collect, is the 
idea, in setting aside this sum, - the state is 
not allowing us to count our eggs before they 
are hatched.’ P 
The net result is that $15,000 not collected 
in Excise Taxes in 1956 means that $45,000 has 
tc be collected in taxes in 1957. Of course 
there will be a corresponding offset in 1958, 
but it is in 1957 that it will hurt. 

Items to Talk About 

The Finance Committee hearing was attended 
by practically every politi cian, of every hue, 
in the town, in addition to the members of the 
boards and committees that have"money articles' 
in the warrant. Those boards and committees 
who did not attend can expect no sympathy from 
the Finance Committee. Come .to the Hearing; 
Defend Your Article.’ That is the rule. 

There were a number of articles that were 
"undefended' because no one was there. For in- 
stance, no one spoke for the two articles call- 
ing for new fire trucks. We mention this be- 
cause it was the most conspicuous. 

It was our impression (and our impression 
only) that at the time the School Building Com- 
mittee confirmed our previous report of $800, 
000 for the new schpol off Glen Road there was 
a definite weight of: silence, for about 30 sec- 
onds. No comment.’ Just deadly silence.’ 

The Housing Authority, in reporting on their 
article on Housing for the Aged did not confirm 
our story that the article had been put in just 
because the state had suggested it. They seem- 
ed to be more in favor of it than we had imag- 
ined.

THE COST OF SEWERAGE 

Town Manager Joseph Courtney raised a point 
which is certain to be heavily discugsed, with 
perhaps the heaviest discussion coming from 
those persons who understand the least of the 
problem involved. 

Basically, the Town Manager, in spite of the 
talk of Millions, stated that he believed that 
the cost of sewerage in Wilmington would cost 
about $17,000 a year. What this means we will 
try to show later. 

It will be remembered that the National Poly 
Chemicals has already offered to give to the 
Town of Wilmington the land needed to connect 
with the Northern District sewer. The National 
Polychemicals needs sewerage, and is thus vit- 
ally interested. 

The sewerage is designed to serve the new 
industrial district. Each of the plants being 
served would pay, one might say, for the sewers 
to be installed for their service, through the 
Betterment Plan, even if there is no "special' 
agreements. The cost of operatim, too, would 
largely be borne by what is known as "sewer ren 
tal', meaning a charge for the use of the sewer 
based on the amount of water used.’ 

Modern industry needs sewerage. We don't 
know how many more plants Wilmington would have 
acquired, had we sewerage, but it is fairly 
well known that the reason Wilmington did not 
. "get' the latest Sylvania plant is No Sewers. 

The Sylvania people found everything else to be 
attractive, but refused to come tc a place with 
out sewers. 

Now, tc get back to the cost of sewers. If 
the Town Manager's figure of $17,000 a year for 
the cost of sewers is correct, one such plant, 
and it wouldn't have to be very big, would pay 
for the cost. A $1,000,000 plant (half the 
size of the J. W. Greer plant) would pay just 
about this much maey a year in taxes. 

It would take just one plant. The rest we 
could count as gravy, if such a phrase can be 
used in connection with an article about sewer- 
age. 


HOW DOES YOUR BANK LIKE YOU? 
How does your bank like you? The answer can 
be found out by trying to borrow money.

talked, and also upon recent 
articles in the Boston Travel - 
er and the Lowell Sun. 

The Traveler article mentions 
the recent work on the state 
level to bar fluoridation (a 
bill has already been drawn 
up, but will not be heard for 
at least amonth). The article 
quotes a legislative committee 
which has said that fluorine 
injected into water has pro- 
duced the ‘greatest backlog of 
tooth decay in the history of 
the United States’. It also 
quotes doctors who had much 
the same to say. 

Grinley felt that there was a 
possibility that fluoring does 
a slight amount of good to the 
teeth, by hardening the enam- 
| el. What worries him, though, 
are the other things that 
fluorine will harden - namely, 
the bones, and the arterial 
system. ‘You can ask any doc- 
tor if this is the case, 
he will say yes’, Grinley sta- 
ted. 

He went on to say that ignor- 
ance has veiled the truth a- 
bout fluoridation. Not more 
than 600 townspeople voted on 
the article, when it appeared 
on the Town Warrant several 
years ago, and was voted in by 
7 or 8 votes, 

And ignorance is still evi- 
dent today. Grinley knows that 
this is so, because after the 
Traveler and Sun articles 
peared, people were much m 
anxious to sign his petition 
He no longer had to answer as 
many questims, explaining 
things to people. 

Essentially, what Mr Grinley 
wants is this: he wants Wil - 
mington water, which is excel - 
lent water, due to sand and 
gravel filtering, to stay the 
way it is. He does not want it 
to leave a disagreeable ‘sen- 
sation’, as he puts it, in 
peoples’ mouths, after they 
drink it. Finally, he would 
rather have children brush 
their teeth with fluorinated 
tooth paste, so that elderly 
people will not be making 
their bmes even more brittle 
and their arteries even harder 
by the consumption of fluori- 
nated water.
